The Rowley Campus, 
which contains all three 
schools, is one of the sites 
built as part of Sandwell’s 
Building Schools for the 
Future scheme. 

Sandwell Council’s boss 
for children’s services Coun¬ 
cillor Simon Hackett said: 
“It shows Sandwell can set 
the pace when it comes to 
introducing new technology 
in schools.” 

Huge fine for 
owner of flats 

THE freehold owner of an

Warnings over 
one-way traffic 

MOTORISTS are being warned of possible 
delays when work starts today (Thursday) 
to repair an air valve cover in West 
Bromwich. 

The work will mean Parsonage Street will 
be temporarily made one-way for traffic 
heading towards All Saints Way. 

The work is scheduled to take place today 
and Friday. Traffic wishing to gain access to 
Parsonage Street from All Saints Way will 
be diverted along All Saints Way, Lyndon, St 
Clements Lane and Hallam Street. The one¬ 
way will only be in place during the hours of 
9pm and 4am. 


Sandwell Council will provide a further 
£1.6m towards the project’s cost. 

Work is expected to start in October 2014, 
following a final design and tendering 
process, and end in March 2016 with the 
Grade II-listed building due to open in 
summer 2016. 

The project will involve restoring drink¬ 
ing fountains, a 19th century bandstand, 
the Shakespeare Garden, walls, railings and 
a pond. Park access will also be improved 
and a new play area will be built. 

Cherie O’Sullivan, Lightwoods Park 
project officer, said: “This is fantastic news 
for everyone. Lightwoods Park is becoming 
increasingly popular and I am so pleased we 
can now look to putting the restoration 
plans into action. 

Community 

“A big thank you goes out to the Friends 
group and the local community, who have 
worked closely with Sandwell Council and 
have been involved and supported the 
project since the transfer of the park from 
Birmingham City Council to Sandwell 
Council in November 2010.” 

Lightwoods House, built in 1791, will be 
brought back into public use for meetings, 
training and functions. It will also house a 
children’s centre and offices for park, house 
management and the police. 

The ground floor will provide public 
toilets, tea room and exhibition space, while 
upstairs there will be rooms for the commu¬ 
nity meetings, conferences, weddings and 
other activities. 

The plant nursery will become a horticul¬ 
tural training centre. Educational and 
events programmes are also planned with 
volunteers being trained help care for the 
park and house. 

Councillor Steve Eling, Sandwell 
Council’s deputy leader, said: “We’re 
delighted that the Heritage Lottery Fund 
and the Big Lottery Fund have given us this 
£3.6 million grant. Lightwoods Park and 
House not only reflect our local heritage but 
are valuable community resources. 

“Sandwell Council, the Friends of the 
Park and House, and the local community 
are 100 per cent committed to turning 
Lightwoods Park into something special 
again.

THE Environment Agency is to launch 
a review into the way recycling sites are 
managed following the enormous blaze 
in Smethwick this week. 

Environment manager Dave Hudson said 
the review will focus on the way items are 
stored and the quantity of items they should 
be allowed to keep on site at any time. 

The Environment Agency has also been 
carrying out tests to see how the huge fire, 
which sent a massive black cloud of acrid 
smoke over Sandwell and Birmingham, has 
affected air and water in the area. 

Although there has been no significant 
change in air quality detected, parts of 
Birmingham canal in nearby Brasshouse 
Lane have 80 per cent less oxygen in some 
places. 

Mr Hudson said: “We are all trying to 
recycle more but the negative impact of that 
is that piles of plastic lying around. 


“We have to review the way these types of 
material are managed so we don’t have a 
repeat of the type of incident we’re dealing 
with today.” 

Mike Maxwell, operations manager at 
Jayplas, thanked the emergency services for 
their efforts to save the plant, and apolo¬ 
gised to neighbouring businesses and resi¬ 
dents affected by the blaze, which led to days 
of road closures. 

Lantern 

The fire started when a Chinese lantern, 
the sort popular at celebrations, landed onto 
the piles of plastic. It has led to renewed 
calls, previously led by the farming lobby, for 
the sky lanterns to be banned. Farmers have 
long called for the lanterns to be banned due 
to concern over barn and hay fires, and risk 
to animals eating remains of the lanterns.

Robber terrorised his 
ex-girlfriend with gun 
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A ROBBER took his ex-girlfriend on a terror 
ride in a car driven by his new partner to 
Sandwell Valley, where he beat her and forced 
a fake gun into her mouth in a row over 
money, a court heard. 

Roy Watson took his former 
partner to Sandwell Valley where he 
handcuffed his victim to a fence and 
hit her before putting the gun, which 
she had no idea was a fake, in her 
mouth. 

Watson made as if to pull the 
trigger before removing the gun, 
pistol whipping her, butting her and 
kneeing her in the face. 

The 25-year-old defendant, of no 
fixed address, then led her back to the 
Renault Megane driven by Watson’s 
new girlfriend, Kate Slater. He told 
his victim to put gloves on and not to 
get blood anywhere. 

DNA 

She was so scared she would be 
killed she started pulling her own 
hair out and dropping it on the seats 
to leave DNA evidence. 

Mr Edward Soulsby, prosecuting, 
told Wolverhampton Crown Court 
that Watson was angry because he 
had loaned his ex-girlfriend money 
and thought she could not pay him back quickly enough. 

Slater, of Penncricket Lane, Oldbury, remained in the car 
during the beating. The victim had only agreed to get into 
the car with him and Slater after a threatening note left at 
her mother’s home. 

The woman’s ordeal followed an attempted robbery 
earlier the same day. Watson went into Bal’s News in Dan- 
gerfield, Darlaston, showed the owner the fake gun and 
demanded a gold chain and cash from the till. 

The owner, however, chased him away with a plank of 
wood. Slater drove the getaway car, Mr Soulsby said. 

Watson was sentenced to nine years for the attempted 
robbery as well as for forcing causing actual bodily harm 
and falsely imprisoning his ex-partner. 

He was also sentenced for robbing a Birmingham taxi 
driver of his mobile phone and cash last July. 

Slater, of previous good character and aged 20 at the time 
of the offences, was given four years detention at a young 
offenders institution for her role in the attempted robbery 
and false imprisonment of Watson’s ex-partner. She was 
found guilty after a trial. 

Mr Matthew Barnes, defending Watson, who pleaded 
guilty on the eve of his trial, said he had written to Judge 
John Warner to ‘express his deep shame and remorse’. 

Passing sentence, Judge Warner told Watson: “Your 
victim said she was terrified. She said she was scared she 
was going to be killed.” 

To Slater, he added: “I am satisfied you were under the 
influence and domination of your co-accused. This is truly 
sad.”

Legal bid 
fighting 
move to 
academy 

A SMETHWICK school is 
taking legal action in a bid to 
stop the Government from 
turning it into an academy. 

Governors at Galton 
Valley Primary School have 
revoked the decision to 
become an academy and 
have instructed solicitors to 
help them fight the plan 

Parents, governors and 
staff say they do not want 
the school to be taken over 
by London-based Oasis 
Community Learning. 

The Brasshouse Lane 
school was placed in special 
measures last February and 
told it must improve. 

Pressure 

Whitehall wants it to sign 
up to become an academy 
and have asked school gover¬ 
nors to consider three spon¬ 
sors. But governors and 
community leaders say they 
were put under pressure to 
sign up to the plan. They 
believe the school can 
improve without becoming 
an academy. 

The school has released a 
statement saying they have 
instructed solicitors to act 
on their behalf. 

Last month more than 
200 people attended a public 
meeting to express their 
concerns and 400 people 
signed a petition against 
academy status. 

Karen Hampton, whose 
five-year-old son Jay attends 
the school said: “We were all 
disappointed with the origi¬ 
nal Ofsted report but every¬ 
body at the school has 
worked really hard to 
improve things.” 

Council tax is 
to be frozen 

COUNCIL tax in Sandwell 
will be frozen for two more 
years. 

The borough council has 
already held the level for this 
financial year, despite facing 
crippling budget cuts, and 
finance chief Councillor 
Steve Eling said residents 
will pay the same rate in 
2014/15 and 2015/16. 

Councillor Eling, also 
deputy leader, said it had 
emerged that Sandwell will 
get Government money 
offered to enable councils to 
freeze council tax rates. 

He said: “I cannot see us 
taking a change in policy 
direction, we will continue 
to freeze council tax for a 
further two years.” 
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Pervert is 
sentenced 
to an extra 
five years 

A FORMER Neighbourhood 
Watch co-ordinator already 
serving a jail sentence for 
molesting a nine-year-old 
boy has been ordered to 
serve an extra five years 
after another victim con¬ 
tacted police. 

A victim of Donald 
Pearson ended years of 
silence after seeing a front 
page article in The Chroni¬ 
cle’s sister newspaper the 
Express & Star in February 
2011.

Pearson was jailed for four 
years in 2011 and was due to 
be released in October. 

But the 56-year-old has 
now been sentenced to a 
further five years and four 
months. He will serve at 
least half of that sentence. 

Pearson was described as 
a ‘predatory paedophile’ by 
police. He carried out the 
sexual assaults in the 1980s. 

In March last year, histor¬ 
ical offences came to light 
after one of his victims saw 
details of his first conviction 
in the newspaper. 

Abused 

Investigations by police 
identified seven victims who 
were abused by Pearson, for¬ 
merly known as Bates, when 
he was living in Tipton 
between 1980 and 1990. 

Pearson, formerly of St 
Martin’s Terrace, Bilston, 
pleading guilty at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court to 24 
offences. 

Investigating officer 
Acting Detective Sergeant 
Dan Bailey, from Sandwell 
Public Protection Unit, said: 
“Pearson is a dangerous 
predatory paedophile who 
abused his trusted position 
in the community to 
befriend young children and 
sexually abuse them. 

“We’ve identified many 
people who were abused by 
Pearson but there could be 
others out there. 

“We will do everything 
possible to ensure victims 
are not denied justice, 
despite the passage of time.” 

In October 2010 Pearson 
was given a suspended sen¬ 
tence at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court despite being 
found guilty of molesting a 
nine-year-old boy. Solicitor 
General Edward Gamier 
launched an appeal which 
was heard in London’s 
Court of Appeal in February 
2011, where three senior 
judges sentenced Pearson to 
a four-year jail term, of 
which he must serve at least 
two thirds. He was placed on 
the sex offenders register for 
life. 

A report on Pearson 
described him as a ‘high risk 
to young boys’. 


Roads opening again after 
town hit by huge inferno 


BUSINESSES were counting the cost of a 
huge fire at a Smethwick recycling plant as 
surrounding roads finally reopened yesterday 
(Wednesday). 

Dartmouth Road and Halfords Lane near to the Jayplas 
recycling plant, in Smethwick, reopened yesterday morning 
while Brasshouse Lane was due to reopen later that day. 

Roads around the fire-hit site have been closed since 
Monday, with customers unable to get to nearby shops and 
businesses. 

Around 20 firefighters remained at the scene on Wednes¬ 
day keeping a watching brief on the smouldering piles of 
rubbish and looking for hotspots amid the tangled mess of 
melted plastic. 

A meeting was also due to be held yesterday morning 
between senior fire service officers to agree a further plan 
of action. 

At its height, 200 firefighters battled the blaze which was 
caused by a Chinese lantern, caught on CCTV floating onto 
the piles of waste plastic. The bill for the damage is esti¬ 
mated to be £6 million. 

Smoke 

About 200 firefighters were first called to the Jayplas site 
on Sunday night when an estimated 10,000 tons of packed 
plastic went up in flames. 

The fire sent a 6,000ft-high plume of thick, black smoke 
into the sky which could be seen from as far as away as 
Northamptonshire. 

Firefighters continued dousing pockets of fire from 
within the blackened waste yesterday. In teams of five and 
six, the crews were hunting for hotspots in the smouldering 
heap before jetting them with high pressured hoses to cool 
down the heat. 

Workers from the company used two diggers to cut into 
the heap to assist firefighters getting to the heart of the fire. 

By the afternoon less than 10 per cent of the site, which 
is the size of six football fields, was still smouldering. 

Area commander Steve Vincent said: “It is a painstaking 
job, but if we left site the fire the danger is it could re-ignite. 
We must stay until it is completely out.” 

He added: “One of our main aims is to restore normality 
to this area - many businesses have lost out on money 
because of the fire, we want to put it out so business can 
resume and people can get on with their lives again.” 

One of the businesses impacted by the fire was West 
Midland Hire and Haulage in Dartmouth Road. Five vehi¬ 
cles in the company yard, which faces on to Jayplas, were 
damaged, two of them are believed to be write-offs.

A wall also came down in the fire and signage and 
windows have been damaged on the firm’s building. The 
firm, which also has a branch in Tipton, was forced to close 
its Smethwick branch on Monday and Tuesday. Just four 
staff were allowed inside to man the phones. 

Managing director Roy Langford said: “It could have been 
a lot worse if it was not for the speed of the fire service. 

I came to the site at 3.45am on Monday and I thought I 
was going to lose the building, the fire was just so big. 
Instead we’ve got some damage, but nothing like what could 
have been.” 

Twelve firefighters were treated by ambulance staff 
during the fire for minor injuries. 

Meanwhile, CCTV footage released by West Midlands 
Fire Service, shows a small light descending onto the piles 
of plastic at the Jayplas plant in Smethwick. Within eight 


minutes the fire had taken hold. The first of around 400 999 
calls came in at around 11.10pm on Sunday night and, at its 
height, 200 firefighters were battling the blaze. 

The release of the footage comes amid growing pressure 
for Chinese lanterns to be banned. 

In May the Department for Environment, Food and Rural 
Affairs was told it should act to get lantern manufacturers 
to set safety standards. 

A report was produced by Wolverhampton-based agricul¬ 
tural and environmental consultancy Adas, which was com¬ 
missioned by Defra to assess the impact of sky lanterns, also 
called Chinese lanterns, on livestock and the environment. 

Sandwell MPs Tom Watson and John Spellar have both 
called for Chinese lanterns to be banned and for a review of 
rules concerning how waste can be stored at recycling 
plants. 


Dealership in bid 
to create 12 jobs 

A CAR dealership show¬ 
room is set to be built in 
Bearwood creating 12 
jobs. 

The Hagley Road Motor 
Company has applied to 
Sandwell Council to 
extend a current show¬ 
room on Hagley Road 
West, near the Cock and 
Magpies pub, which if 
approved could create 10 
full-time and two part- 
time roles. 

The current buildings 
at the site, built around 50 
years ago, have been 
established motor dealers 
for a number of years. 
They were recently 
bought by the company, 
and the extension would 
be to ensure future 
growth. 

There are currently five 
people working at the site, 
with the 12 created jobs 
being on top of those 
already there. 

Rethink call on 
centre’s closure 

STAFF and union repre¬ 
sentatives from a chil¬ 
dren’s centre have pleaded 
with councillors to recon¬ 
sider closure proposals. 
Some staff from the Spon 
Lane Children’s Centre in 
West Bromwich attended a 
meeting with councillors 
to put forward their case 
for keeping it open. 

The centre, recently 
rated as ‘satisfactory’ by 
education watchdog 
Ofsted, could close with 
the loss of some 20 jobs. 
Staff who attended the 
Children’s Services 
Scrutiny Board meeting 
said figures claiming low 
levels of occupancy were 
inaccurate. Assistant 
manager Sandra Welcome 
said: “We’ve been at full or 
97 per cent occupancy 
since the date of opening.”

Tenant kills himself on eviction day 


A COUNCIL tenant killed himself 
the day he was due to be evicted 
from his home after falling into 
arrears, an inquest heard. 

Trevor Swann, 55, was found 
hanged in his Sandwell Council 
home on Warner Road in Wednes- 
bury by bailiffs and police officers 
when they turned up to evict him on 
October 31 last year. 

Manjit Rai, an area manager 
within the housing department at 


the council, told the inquest at 
Smethwick Council House that Mr 
Swann had got into arrears after the 
Department for Work and Pensions 
stopped his disability benefit. 

Opportunity 

She said: “He came into recurring 
rent arrears on his account amount¬ 
ing to £4,923. We have never had an 
arrears account of that level within 
the council. That was due to the fact 


we had given Mr Swann every single 
opportunity to help him sustain the 
tenancy. 

“The reason they stopped his ben¬ 
efits was that Mr Swann at some 
point divulged he had money in a 
bank account amounting to 
£37,000.” 

Black Country coroner Robin 
Balmain was told Mr Swann had 
withdrawn all of this money and 
continued to pay rent, before he 


claimed the money was stolen in a 
burglary. The police did not believe a 
crime had taken place, which Mr 
Swann had been planning to contest 
legally. 

His sister Lillian Swann, of Erd- 
ington, told the inquest she believed 
the money had been stolen because 
the house ‘meant so much’ to him he 
would have paid, had he been able. 

Mr Balmain recorded a verdict 
that Mr Swann killed himself.

If elite little 
units such as Special Branch’s Special Demonstra¬ 
tion Squad can exist, apparently with no senior 
supervision, who is to prevent an officer crossing the 
line between observing and encouraging? And if 
undercover officers incite climate-change, anti-cap¬ 
italism or animal-rights activists, where else might 
they be busy? In several columns over the past few 
years I have expressed surprise that, time after time, 
the police and security services manage to foil terror¬ 
ist plots just before the bombers, beheaders or 
hijackers would have struck. It is a remarkable track 
record. In view of this week’s revelations, it may strike 
you as more than remarkable. Is it possible that some 
of the terrorist plots “foiled” by police and MI5 are not 
all they appear? Unthinkable? Of course it is. But 
then, until this week, who would have dreamed that 
British bobbies would steal the identities of dead 
children?

Dog and handler remain 
on duty despite attack 


A SENIOR police officer has defended a deci¬ 
sion not to suspend a dog handler and his 
German Shepherd after a youngster was 
bitten while playing in his grandmother’s 
garden. 

Tom Cutbill, aged 10, suffered serious wounds above and 


below the knee - one two- 
and-a-half inches wide - 
after the dog and its handler 
entered the garden in 
Oldbury looking for a metal 
thief. 

The Independent Police 
Complaints Commission 
(IPCC), has been informed 
and an investigation has 
been launched. 

Both the officer and the 
German Shepherd, called 
Shadow, have been allowed 
to stay on duty. 

Speaking at a press con¬ 
ference at force headquar¬ 
ters in Birmingham last 
week, Chief Superintendent 
Chris McKeogh defended 
the decision, saying the 
officer had operated within 
the law. 

“He was lawfully engaged 
in duty, he was lawfully in 
the back garden,” he said. 

Mr McKeogh said the day 
after the attack, both the 
handler and the dog had 
been checked by a licensed 
creditor who confirmed they 
had adhered to procedures. 

Mr McKeogh said the 
officer involved was an expe¬ 
rienced dog handler who had 
been ‘traumatised’ by the 
attack. 

The officer had no idea

there was a boy in the 
garden, he said. 

Psychological support was 
on standby for the officer 
should it be required. 

Mr McKeogh said the boy 
was attacked by the dog, 
which was on a leash, while 
the officer was looking 
under a car in the garden. 

Apologise 

The youngster was taken 
to Sandwell Hospital after 
the incident in New Henry 
Street at around 3pm on 
Sunday, June 23, and 
allowed back to his home in 
Farm Road in Rowley Regis 
with stitches three days 
later. 

Mr McKeogh said:“We 
have to allow the process of 
the investigation to take 
place so we get a full under¬ 
standing of the facts. At this 
time we can do no more than 
apologise.” 

He said he would have ‘no 
hesitation’ about having the 
dog put down if that was rec¬ 
ommended by the IPCC. 

Tom’s father Martin, 40, 
said the family will be taking 
legal action.

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Closure of 
business 
led thief 
to own up 

THE head cashier of a solic¬ 
itors firm who stole 
£165,000 from the company 
handed herself in because 
she was ‘overwhelmed’ by 
what she had done, a court 
heard, as she was jailed for 
14 months. 

Judge John Warner said 
Pauline Sutcliffe, aged 58, of 
Wolverhampton Road, 
Oldbury, had breached the 
trust of her bosses and 
clients of Stables and Co 
Solicitors. 

The business, which had 
practices in Rowley Regis, 
Halesowen and Stourbridge, 
closed in April 2012 after all 
three partners were 
declared bankrupt. 

Fear 

Sutcliffe handed herself 
in to police for fear of being 
found out in the weeks after 
the firm closed but prosecu¬ 
tors claimed her theft would 
have gone unnoticed had she 
not admitted her crime. 

Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard Sutcliffe, who 
was head cashier at the 
Halesowen branch, was in 
control of cash paid into the 
firm by clients. But instead 
of paying the full amount 
into the firm’s accounts, 
Sutcliffe would skim off a 
small proportion for herself. 

False ledgers were sub¬ 
mitted to cover her tracks, 
the court heard last week. 

Sutcliffe pleaded guilty at 
an earlier hearing to steal¬ 
ing from the firm between 
April 1, 2001, and December 
31,2010. 

Miss Joanne Barker, pros¬ 
ecuting, said: “No-one had a 
clue what she was doing and 
they trusted her.” 

Plan to save 
lagoon birds 

WORK on cleaning-up of a 
contaminated pool is ahead 
of schedule. Birds had died 
at the Rattlechain Lagoon 
waste disposal site in 
Oldbury. 

Chemical company 
Rhodia UK Ltd, which owns 
the site, has started environ¬ 
mental improvements with 
work ahead of schedule. 

The lagoon at John’s 
Lane, a waste disposal site 
for more than 60 years, has 
not been used since 2006. 
Rhodia, which took owner¬ 
ship in 2000, has been 
working to cover waste con¬ 
tained in the sediment at the 
bottom of the lagoon to help 
prevent birds ingesting it by 
installing a ‘geotextile’ sheet 
- a type of synthetic cover - 
on the bottom of the lagoon. 
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Muggers targeted women in spate of attacks

VICTIMS’ struggles with two robbers, who 
targeted vulnerable and elderly women, have 
been revealed. Blaine Richardson and David 
White terrorised their victims by swerving 
onto pavements in a car, leaning out of the 
window and snatching handbags. 

• December 17 - Richardson uses a false 
name when paying £260 cash for the R-Reg 
Vectra Estate used for the robberies 

• December 18 - A victim is walking at 
Hatherton Road, Cannock, when a car drives 
on to the pavement and the driver leans out 
to grab her handbag and shopping bag. She 
lost a wallet, cash and mobile phone. 

• December 19 - Victim has her bag 
grabbed by the passenger of the vehicle in a 


carbon copy attack in Ashmore Avenue, 
Ashmore Park. The same day another 
victim’s bag is snatched while walking to her 
vehicle at Pinfold Street, Bilston. 

• December 20 - A victim is dragged 15 
feet along Old Town Way, Pelsall, as her bag 
is stolen. Another victim manages to hang on 
to her bag when a bid is made to steal it in the 
car park at Tesco supermarket in Brownhills. 

• December 21 - Victim, aged 78, is pulled 
to the ground as her bag is grabbed while she 
walks in Mill Street, Darlaston. She lost £600 
cash and keys to her home. 

• December 23 - Victim loses £300 and a 
camera when her bag is snatched from her in 
Brookland Road, Walsall. 


• December 24 - Woman injures her head 
when her bag is yanked out of her grasp in 
Blackwood Avenue, Wednesfield. 

• December 27 - Victim has her bag with 
£60 cash inside grabbed while walking down 
Poplar Lane, Cannock. Later that day a 
woman was walking down Charles Street, 
West Bromwich, when the car drove past on 
the pavement and the passenger snatched 
her shoulder bag, throwing her to the ground. 

• December 28 - woman with her infant 
son was in Hall Green Street, Bradley, when 
the driver grabbed at her handbag pulling her 
onto the car and ground. 

Ninety minutes later police spot the car 
and the chase begins. 


Drive-by bag snatching 
pair are put behind bars 


TWO robbers who leaned out of the window 
of a moving car to snatch the handbags from 
12 women during a 10-day crime spree in the 
Black Country have been given jail sentences 
totalling 15-and-a-half years. 


Blaine Richardson and 
David White targeted their 
victims, many of whom were 
aged in their 70s, across the 
four Black Country bor¬ 
oughs and South Stafford¬ 
shire. 

The muggers struck in 
Pelsall, Brownhills, Darlas¬ 
ton, Walsall, Sedgley, West 
Bromwich, Bradley, 

Cannock, Ashmore Park and 
Bilston between December 
18 and 28 last year. 

Addicts 

The women had all been 
walking on their own, apart 
from one victim who was 
with her three-year-old 
child. 

The two drug addicts 
swerved on to the pavement 
in a £260 R-Reg Vauxhall 
Vectra estate, bought hours 
before the spate of offences 
started, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court was told last 
week. 

Several of the women 
were dragged to the ground 
as they fought to hang on to 
their possessions. 

None were seriously hurt 
but one said later: “I truly 
believed I was going under 
the wheels.” 

Another told officers: 
“The driver had a deter¬ 
mined and crazed look as if 
he would stop at nothing,” 
while a third confessed: 
“This has left me a nervous 
wreck.” 

Richardson, aged 32, who 
was on licence from jail after 
a seven-year sentence for 
robbery, bought the Vectra 
estate used by him and 
White, 28, under a false 
name.

The Vectra used by the 
pair accelerated up to 70 
mph in a 40mph zone when 
spotted by police after the 
last robbery. 

It spun out of control in 
Broad Lane, Essington, 
before ramming a pursuing 
police car and racing 
through red lights. 

Its engine finally blew up 
in Perry Hall Road, Wednes¬ 
field, where police needed 
CS spray to subdue driver 
Richardson and dragged 
White out of the vehicle 
through a passenger window 
smashed with police batons. 

Much of the stolen prop¬ 
erty was either handed in 
after being found dumped in 
the road or recovered from 
the robbers. 

Richardson, of no fixed 
address, admitted conspir¬ 
acy to rob, dangerous 
driving, possession of heroin 
and driving while disquali¬ 
fied. He was jailed for eight- 
and-a-half years with an 
extended five-year period of 
licence on release. 

White, also without a fixed 
address, pleaded guilty to 
conspiracy to rob on the 
basis he was involved in 11 of 
the crimes, and was sent to 
prison for seven years. 

Judge John Warner told 
the pair: “You deliberately 
and cynically targeted 
women in a very serious 
sequence of offences. 

“It was pure luck nobody 
suffered serious physical 
injury because they were 
robbed in an extremely dan¬ 
gerous way.”

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THE committee on Climate 
Change’s annual progress 
report - admit it, it's your 
favourite bit of bedtime reading, 
isn't it? - paints a gloomy picture 
for the next decade.

A GROUP of youngsters at 
Short Heath Junior School in

But if you think this sounds 
like a revival of the old police 
cadets, which taught teenagers 
discipline and respect as well as 
providing a useful support 
network to the regular police, 
you might be a little surprised to 
hear what these children are 
being asked to do. 

The junior PCSOs will be 
going out with clipboards and 
high visibility vests (what else?) 
targeting motorists and pointing 
out the error of their ways. They 
will be encouraged to issue 
special parking tickets, with a 
fixed penalty notice being 
issued by a full-time officer for 
the third offence. 

No doubt the idea is that 
errant motorists will be more 
receptive to advice about bad 
parking from a young child than 
a uniformed adult, and it is good 
that these youngsters want to 
put something back into their 
community. 

Yet there is still something dis¬ 
tinctly uncomfortable about the 
idea of young children repri¬ 
manding their friends’ parents 
for breaches of parking regula¬ 
tions. 

Last month the Girl Guides 
were told they will no longer 
pledge loyalty to God and their 
country. Now we hear small chil¬ 
dren are being employed as 
junior traffic wardens. 

Sometimes there is a very fine 
line between teaching good citi¬ 
zenship and indoctrination. I am 
not sure which side of the line 
this latest initiative falls under. 

HEALTH minister Anna 
Soubry warns about the 
dangers of eating too much junk 
food, saying that a generation of 
children is being condemned to 
suffer from health problems in 
future because of poor diet. She 
says families need to be edu¬ 
cated about the need for regular 
mealtimes and a healthy bal¬ 
anced diet. 

It's good to seethe Chancellor 
of the Exchequer has taken all 
this on board.

Helping celebrate 
history of learning 



The Black Country’s own 
university is 21 but its history 
goes back much further, as 
TOM MASON finds out 


THE University of Wolverhamp¬ 
ton has taken a look back at its 
history over almost 200 years 
as part of the celebrations that 
led to it being granted univer¬ 
sity status 21 years ago. 

Former and current students and lec¬ 
tures gathered at the City Campus’ state- 
of-the-art Learning Centre, off Wulfruna 
Street, to mark the transition from a 
polytechnic. 

Since first being established as the 
Wolverhampton Mechanics and Institute 
and Library in 1827, the school has gone 
through hundreds of changes and expan¬ 
sions and seen more than 200,000 under¬ 
graduates come through its doors. 

The first big change came at the begin¬ 
ning of the 20th century when it took 
over the running of Dudley Teacher 
Training College and the Municipal 
School of Arts and Crafts. 

It would then evolve into Wolverhamp¬ 
ton and Staffordshire Technical College, 
where it would work closely with local 
industry to keep itself at the forefront of 
the latest technologies . 

On June 17. 1992 it became the Uni¬ 
versity of Wolverhampton, shedding of its 
polytechnic status and opened up it’s 
doors to a more diverse range of subjects. 

One person who saw it during some of 
its changes was 84-year-old Sheila 
Holgate-Wright, the university’s oldest 
surviving graduate, who in 1944, aged 15 
arrived at the technical college to study 
science. 

She needed a job, preferably one in a 
laboratory, but to get there she decided to 
study physics, chemistry and mathemat¬ 
ics at what was then the technical college. 

“It’s completely changed since I was 
here, none of these newer buildings 


existed just the main entrance - but it’s 
nice being back,” she said. 

Working in the day with local indus¬ 
try, she would spend just one day a week 
and most evenings studying at the 
college in order to attain her qualifica¬ 
tions and a place in the history books as 
the first female metallurgy graduate the 
university had ever had. 

Important 

It was during her time in Wolver¬ 
hampton that she met her late husband, 
Tony, who was born in Wolverhampton 
and taught in a number of local schools. 

“I loved it here, it’s been so important 
in my life, it gave me all my qualifica¬ 


tions that I needed for the working 
world,” said the grandmother of six. 

“It’s also nice knowing that the her¬ 
itage is being kept alive and that the 
education for students remains very 
good.” 

She continued to work in the metal¬ 
lurgy industry, starting at local firm 
Zinc Alloy Rust Proofing and ending up 
as a fellow of the British Institute of 
Metallurgy, contributing technical 
papers and heading her own research 
team. During this time she had two chil¬ 
dren before eventually ending up at her 
current home in Shoreham-on-Sea, 
Sussex. 


Vice Chancellor Professor Geoff Layer 
said: “Sheila is a classic example of what 
this university is all about. 

“It’s amazing to see some of the people 
who have contributed so much and have 
brilliant experiences of being part of our 
community. 

“This university continues to provide 
a place for students from disadvantaged 
backgrounds and is proud of its past.” 

To celebrate its 21st year, a book enti¬ 
tled Opening Doors in the Heartland: 
The History of Wolverhampton Univer¬ 
sity was launched at the event. 

It chronicles the institution^ past was 
written by a former Phd student Lib 
Meakin and current business lecturer, 
Professor Mike Haynes. 

Prof Haynes began working at the uni¬ 
versity in 1975, he said: “I think the uni¬ 
versity’s success relies upon the 
commitment of all its staff and stu¬ 
dents.” 

The book looks not only at the stu¬ 
dents and academics, but also those 
behind the scenes, from the catering 
staff to the security guards, whose role in 
keeping the facilities open is often over¬ 
looked. 

Homesick 

The author said he had spoken to a lot 
of the-behind-the-scene staff but his 
favourite story was off a security guard 
who found a new student crying in a 
hallway on her own. 

He said: “She was on her own and 
quite homesick, he took time out to make 
her a cup of tea and have a chat, that says 
a lot about the staff at this university.” 

The university has also staged celebra¬ 
tions at two of its other campuses. 

At Walsall last month it held a family 
fun day attended by more than 1,500 
people and an event celebrating enter¬ 
prise for the business community was 
held at its Telford Innovation Campus. 

Three sculptures were also commis¬ 
sioned from students of the university’s 
School of Art and Design, which have 
gone on display at the three campuses.

Mr Griffiths, who was left 
at the scene while his 
scooter was dragged away 
under the car, suffered a cut 
to his left shin and ligament 
damage in his right leg. He 
has made a full recovery. 

The court heard Evans 
was followed by another 
motorist who saw him dump 
the car in Jervoise Lane. 

Judge Amjad Nawaz 
banned Evans, of High 
Street, in Brierley Hill, from 
driving for two years. 

“You could have killed Mr 
Griffiths,” he told him. “It is 
only by good fortune you did 
not cause him serious injury. 

Judge Nawaz added that 
he ‘failed to understand’ 
how anyone could drive for a 
mile without realising a 
scooter was underneath 
their vehicle. 

You knew exactly what 
you had done,” he told him.

THE the remains of the 
world’s last Dornier D017 
bomber have been raised 
from the bottom of the 
English Channel and are 
now at the RAF Museum at 
Cosford awaiting work. 

The museum already had in its 
possession the aircraft which prob¬ 
ably shot it down during the Battle 
of Britain, or at least a replica of 
that aircraft, a Wolverhampton- 
built Boulton Paul Defiant. 

Squadron 

On May 26 1940, at around 11.45 
am, No. 264 Squadron, the first 
Defiant unit, were scrambled from 
RAF Hornchurch to meet a large 
German raid approaching London. 

There were about 40 Heinkel

bombers, and a dozen Dorniers, 
escorted by about 80 Messer- 
schmidt Bf.109 fighters. 

As the Defiants attacked the 
Dorniers, their gunners opening 
fire with their powered turrets, the 
German fighters swooped in to 
attack. 

Six of the Dorniers were claimed 
to have been shot down, though no- 
one knows which Defiant shot 
down the Dornier discovered in the 
sand banks off Herne Bay, Kent. 

Two Dorniers were claimed by 
the top-scoring Defiant crew, pilot 
Sgt ER Thorn and gunner Sgt F 
Barker, who were flying a Defiant 
with the serial L7005. 

They were in turn attacked by a 
German Messerschmidt, and hit in 


the engine coolant system. As Thorn 
brought L7005 in for a forced 
landing in a Kent field, the German 
attacked again, but Barker’s turret 
still worked and he returned fire, 
hitting the 109, which was forced 
down a few fields away. 

When the Boulton Paul Associa¬ 
tion decided to build a full scale 
model of a Defiant, it chose to paint 
it as L7005, the top-scoring Defiant, 
with 12.5 victories credited to the 
various crews which flew it. 

That replica is now in the posses¬ 
sion of Cosford, after the demise of 
the Boulton Paul Aircraft Heritage 
Project in April this year. 

It sits in storage, awaiting the 
opportunity for the two adversaries 
to be displayed side by side - the last 
surviving Dornier Do. 17 and the air¬ 
craft with a one third chance of 
having shot it down.

Man died at scene of first kiss with wife 



Parmajit Singh Sidhu, 
aged 34, killed himself 


A FATHER-OF-THREE hanged himself 
from the tree where he and his wife had 
their first kiss, an inquest heard. 

Parmajit Singh Sidhu, 34, was found at the 
tree in Dartmouth Park, West Bromwich, 
hours after texting his wife to say: “I will wait 
for you in my next life babes, you will find me 
under the tree where we first kissed.” 

An inquest in Smethwick on Friday was 
told how Mr Sidhu, from Katsura Close, 
Streetly, was found by police on May 28 last 
year following a five-hour search, after his 
wife Amarjit alerted his family and the police. 

Black Country coroner Robin Balmain was 
told that Mr Sidhu, also known as Datus, and 
his wife had separated earlier that year and 
he went to Canada shortly before his death. It 
was not certain that it would be a permanent 
separation. 

His wife had tried calling him back a 
number of times after his text message, 
before calling several members of his family, 
and then the police. 

Pc Thomas Parkes, who attended the 
scene, said : “The original call came shortly 


after 11am from Mrs Sidhu regarding a text 
message about the place where they first 
kissed, which she knew to be Dartmouth 
Park. But she could not give a precise loca¬ 
tion.” 

Police used Mr Sidhu’s mobile phone 
signals to trace him, which placed him within 
Dartmouth Park. His body was discovered at 
about 5pm that day. 

Concern 

Recording his verdict that Mr Sidhu killed 
himself, Mr Balmain said: “It’s not the func¬ 
tion of an inquest to deal with motive.” 

He also said that these types of cases were 
‘enormously distressing’, and he had a 
general concern that the number of inquests 
he has conducted where hanging was 
involved had increased ‘dramatically’. 

After the inquest, Mr Sidhu’s mother 
Sanjit Kaur described the lorry driver and 
former soldier as ‘very family orientated’. 

She said: “He was well known in the com¬ 
munity, and there was over 700 people at his 
funeral, who came from all over the world.” 


Footballer pulled knife on 
mechanic over car repairs 


A PROMISING footballer 
pulled a knife on a mechanic 
because he was not happy 
about the price charged for a 
car repair before he drove off 
without paying, a court heard. 

Dillon Mendez, who has been offered 
a professional contract by AFC Wim¬ 
bledon, threatened the worker during 
a test drive after work on his grey 
Nissan Navara car at Rolfe Street Acci¬ 
dent and Repair Centre in Smethwick. 

He was found guilty after a trial on 
May 30 of possessing a bladed article 
and making off without payment, after 
he had earlier admitted driving while 
disqualified and without insurance. 

The 21-year-old, of Victoriana Way, 


Handsworth Wood, had three previous 
convictions for driving while disquali¬ 
fied, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard last week. 

Mendez escaped an immediate jail 
term with a 12-month sentence sus¬ 
pended for 24 months. He was ordered 
to pay £738 compensation to the 
garage and £625 costs. 

Chest 

Miss Alka Brigue, prosecuting, said: 
“An agreement was reached about the 
repairs and what their value would be. 
Then the defendant had instructions 
an MOT would be done and on May 22, 
the centre telephoned the defendant 
and he turned up to collect the car. 

“He said he had concerns about an 
ongoing fault with the vehicle and he 


wanted a test drive. A mechanic went 
in the vehicle with the defendant. The 
conversation was limited but the 
mechanic said he would solve a fault - 
a noise - by oiling the suspension. 

“As they stopped the defendant 
pulled out a six-inch knife and pointed 
it at the chest level of the complainant 
and said ‘get out’. The mechanic imme¬ 
diately got out and the car was driven 
away at speed by the defendant. 

“The garage immediately called the 
mobile number they had for the defen¬ 
dant but that was unsuccessful so they 
called police.” 

The 51-year-old victim provided a 
statement to say the knife threat had 
given him flashbacks of a previous 
attack he suffered and he had resorted 
to alcohol because of sleepless nights.

Notorious Maciej Bortkiewicz had ignored all 
warnings about his behaviour which included 
begging, boozing, swearing, stealing and throwing up 
in public.

The 34-year-old ha d 
plagued West Bromwich 
town centre and the Carters 
Green area over recent years 
but refused offers of help. 

He was given a five-year 
Asbo banning him from the 
area for a list of misde¬ 
meanours including shoplift¬ 
ing, begging, drinking 
alcohol, vomiting and urinat¬ 
ing in public places, threaten¬ 
ing and violent behaviour 
and swearing. 

Sandwell Council’s anti¬ 
social behaviour team and 
Sandwell Police worked 
together to secure the order, 
which will last until June 16 
2018. It was granted at 
Sandwell Magistrates Court 
West Bromwich menace on j une 17. The order bans 
Maciej Bortkiewicz Bortkiewicz from entering an 
area which includes most of West Bromwich town centre 
and Carters Green. 

He is also banned from being violent or abusive and dam¬ 
aging property anywhere in the country and in public places 
in Sandwell, he is banned from drinking alcohol, being 
found drunk or intoxicated by drugs and begging for money, 
food, drink or cigarettes. 

Admitted 

But Bortkiewicz was back at the same court on June 21 
when he admitted breaching the ASBO twice in two days 
and was jailed for six weeks. 

Sergeant Jayne Killoch, of West Bromwich neighbour¬ 
hood police, said: “This anti-social behaviour order is really 
important for West Bromwich town centre. Mr Bortkiewicz 
has caused significant problems for residents, local busi¬ 
nesses and visitors to the town by behaving anti-socially. 

“Close working with Sandwell Council and others has 
been vital in obtaining this order and I hope this sends out 
a strong message to the community that anti-social behav¬ 
iour will not be tolerated in West Bromwich and we will 
robustly deal with people who act in an anti-social manner. ” 

Sandwell neighbourhoods boss, Councillor Mahboob 
Hussain added: “We have taken this action as a last resort 
after repeated arrests and warnings and offers of help and 
support to Mr Bortkiewicz, which he has refused. Partner 
organisations have tried very hard to help Mr Bortkiewicz 
by offering a range of support. His refusal of help and his 
continued aggressive behaviour left us with no option but to 
ask the courts to ban him from the town centre.”

Bank daft stole £93,000 
to feed gambling habit 


A BANK clerk in Walsall who stole 
almost £93,000 by setting up 51 
fake accounts to fund his ‘spi¬ 
ralling’ gambling habit has been 
jailed for 20 months. 

Scott Worrall, aged 34, of Great Barr, who 
worked at Santander in Walsall, even set up 
accounts in the name of the best man at his 
wedding, which he used to steal more than 
£55,000. 

He used the accounts during a two-year 
scam to get £92,727 in overdrafts, much of 
which he gambled or used to pay off his 
debts, a court heard. 

Genuine customers’ names and addresses 
were put on some accounts, while others 
were false, Mr Howard Searle, prosecuting, 
told Wolverhampton Crown Court. 

When the bank launched an investigation 
and tried to call some of the apparent 
account holders, they got through to 
Chinese takeaways and restaurants. 

Worrall, aged 34, of Raeburn Road, told 
police he was being threatened by Chinese 
gamblers to whom he owed cash - and his 
defence solicitor Mr Lee Masters said his 
claim was not without merit. 

Gambling 

But Mr Searle said the fraud began 
‘before there was any involvement from the 
gambling fraternity’. 

Worrall had only been working at the 
branch as a personal banking adviser for 
two months when the scam began. Part of 
his job was to open bank accounts, and he 
set up scores with an overdraft of £2,000, 
creating unauthorised credit which was 
then accessed through cash withdrawals 
from July 2007 to September 2009. 

The court heard he spent £20,000 
through online betting, and also made 100 
transfers from one false account to another 
between February 2008 and July 2009. 

Mr Masters said his client’s addiction to 
gambling had ‘spiralled out of control’ but 
he was now being helped. Judge Helen 
Hughes sentenced him to 20 months in 
prison. Worrall pleaded guilty to fraud on 
the basis that he did not receive all of the 
money that the bank lost. There will now be 
a proceeds of crime hearing.

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The most scared I have ever been’

A GIRL who received a 
bravery award has told how 
she protected her sister from 
a brutal attacker as punches 
rained down on her face and 
body. 

Renee-Mai Bolter feared her family 
would not get out of their Walsall home 
alive and said: “It is the most scared I 
have ever been.” 

It is a traumatic day Renee-Mai will 
never forget as she was held hostage 
with her mother and eight-month-old 
sibling for around 12 hours. 

Aged just seven at the time she 
managed to shield her sister Lexie-Mai 
from the male attacker as they were 
kept prisoners in their own home. 

Despite the terror Renee-Mai 
managed to keep calm and find her 
mother’s mobile phone which they 
were able to use to call a relative so they 


could escape. In recognition of her 
bravery on July 31 in 2011, the young¬ 
ster, now aged nine, was this month 
awarded a prestigious police honour. 

Recalling protecting her little sister 
she said: “I lay over her so she couldn’t 
get hurt while he was punching me and 
mum. I was scared, I didn’t think we 
were goingto get out of the house. He was 
punching me in my face and my tummy. 
I never want to go through it again. It is 
the most scared I have ever been.” 

Mother-of-two Katie Bolter was 
pinned to the floor and also assaulted. 
They were threatened the house would 
be set alight with petrol -which it even¬ 
tually was once they had escaped, 
destroying their home and possessions. 

The man admitted two assaults, false 
imprisonment and arson at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court and was jailed 
for seven years last year. He will face an 
extended five year period of licence and 
restraining order on release.

A new sixth form in a courtyard 
area was approved by the department 
last year. 


The latest plans include a new 
pupil entrance, multi-use games area, 
new main entrance and sports and 
performing arts block to accommo¬ 
date teaching, sports and arts educa¬ 
tion. 

Principal 

Sir Mark Grundy, executive princi¬ 
pal at the Waterloo Road-based 
academy, said: “This has been a great 
year for the academy with the out¬ 
standing Ofsted result in March, the 
new designation as a teaching school 
and now the opportunities that the 
campus development offers. 

“Our staff and students are really 
excited by the prospect of having a 
theatre, sports hall and other very 
specialist facilities on site which will 


enable us to push our outstanding 
provision to new heights.” 

The new facilities will be available 
for use by the community. 

The theatre will be built on land at 
the back of the school which has been 
leased to them by Sandwell Council. 

The overall development will cost 
£8m, funded by academy money.

Historic site levelled 



to allow regeneration 


A FACTORY building in West Bromwich which 
was owned by the company that started the 
Baggies is being demolished to make way for 
a regeneration project. 

The Salter’s north building was built in 1936 and was 
George Salter and Co’s second factory in the town. The bull¬ 
dozers have now moved in to demolish the building to make 
way for the £20 million Eastern Gateway project. 

George Salter and Co grew to be a world-famous firm and 
produced the first bathroom scales in Britain. It was estab¬ 
lished in a Bilston cottage in 1760, and 30 years later moved 
to West Bromwich High Street. At its height it employed 
more than 1,000 people in the town and in the 1930s the 
firm expanded and built their north building on the other 
side of the High Street. Then the five-storey factory was the 
highest building in West Bromwich. 

One of the firm’s legacies is the origins of West Bromwich 
Albion when the Salter Cricket Club formed a football team 
called West Bromwich Strollers, which evolved into Albion. 

Black Country Historian Terry Price said: “The north 
building itself is actually of no architectural merit. It would 
probably cost too much to renovate.”

Quarry earmarked for 
homes and waste plant

AMBITIOUS multi-million 
pound plans have been 
unveiled which will transform 
the old Edwin Richards 
Quarry, creating jobs and 
then new homes. 

The new housing and a waste treat¬ 
ment plant are planned for the site in 
Rowley Regis. It operated as a quarry 
for more than 100 years before being 
used as a landfill site. 

The site in Portway Road is co¬ 
owned by Lafarge Tarmac, Hanson 
and FCC Environment who are 
joining forces to regenerate the site in 
a project set to span 30 years. 

The site operated as a quarry for 
more than 100 years until work 
stopped in 2008 when it ran out of 
stone. It was then used for landfill for 
domestic and commercial waste. 

Development plans will see a treat¬ 
ment plant which is required to 


process materials to fill the empty 
quarry space. It is proposed that 
materials, such as soil and rubble are 
processed at a building which cur¬ 
rently stands on the site. The process¬ 
ing includes soil washing and 
removing metal from broken rubble. 

Restoration 

Once the quarry hole is filled, 
housing will be built on the edge of the 
site. It is not at present proposed to 
build directly on top of the old quarry. 

The treatment plant will create 20 
permanent jobs when operational. 
Construction jobs will also be created. 

Spokesman Steve Sanders said the 
complete restoration would take 
between 25 and 30 years. 

He said: “Part of the restoration 
process is consulting with people. 

“It cannot just be left as it is. It is a 
former quarry, it needs managing and 
parts of it are dangerous. It needs to be 


restored and a significant part of the 
restoration is being open to the 
public.” 

FCC Environment hope to submit a 
planning application to Sandwell 
Council before the end of the year. 

“Part of it will be an outline looking 
at the potential to create some resi¬ 
dential at the fringes of the site 
because the site is so big,” explained 
Mr Sanders. “That residential part 
alone would be a multi million pound 
development.” 

He added that the application will 
set out a timescale. 

“If I was living in Rowley Regis I 
would want to know what was happen¬ 
ing and when it was going to happen. 
We are going to bring our plans back 
with another exhibition which will 
take place in early November and we 
will then seek their views on what we 
are going to propose to the council 
before we put the application in.”

Tributes are paid to 
105-year-old Elsie

TRIBUTES have been paid 
to a 105-year-old woman 
who put her long life down to 
her positive attitude. Elsie 
Bell, who spent her last 
decade at a Allerton Court 
care home in Wednesbury, 
died on June 17. 

Mrs Bell was one of seven 
children who was born and 
brought up in Guns Village 
in West Bromwich. She is 
survived by her brothers 
Horace and Norman Wright 
and sister June Wright, who 
she remained close to them 
all throughout her life. After 
her mother died, Mrs Bell 
raised her younger sister 
June along with her own 
daughter. 

In 1930 she married 
George Bell who was a coal 
miner and the couple’s first 
home was on Crankhall 


lane, Wednesbury. They 
later moved to Friar Park 
Road and then Dorsett 
Road, where Mrs Bell lived 
for more than 60 years. 

Her first job was at 
Smiths Chemist in Brom- 
ford Lane, but she also 
worked at George Salter and 
Co in West Bromwich and 
her last job was at the Smith 
and Davis factory. Her 
daughter Georgina Brookes, 
aged 71 said: “She loved 
working there, and didn’t 
leave until she was 68.” 

Mr Bell died in 1982. Mrs 
Bell moved to the Hydes 
Road care home 11 years 
ago. 

Her funeral is on Monday, 
July 8, at St Francis Church, 
Friar Park, at 12.15pm fol¬ 
lowed by a service at 
Sandwell Crematorium. 


Massive M6 sign in bid to 
remain despite accidents 


MORE than 90 accidents have happened on a 
stretch of the M6 in Walsall since a giant 
advertising hoarding was installed. 

But the sign based in the grounds of the Banks’s 
Stadium in Walsall, which was converted to digital images 
this spring, is poised to remain for the next five years - 
depending on what planners decide today (Thursday). 

Consultants say there is no evidence linking the sign, 
which looms over the motorway, to a rise in accidents as 
it was revealed that LED signs are now earmarked to get 
retrospective permission. 

However, the Highways Agency and residents have 
raised concerns. 

The digital sign replaced the existing massive hoarding 
erected five years ago. It marks a £2 million investment. 

There are a series of other illuminated posters and light 
boxes in the area. 

Last month, five people including a baby were injured 
after a car hit the central reservation of the M6 between 
junction nine for Wednesbury and 10 for Walsall. 

Pile-up 

There was also a four vehicle pile-up which closed the M6 
near Wednesbury in June 2011 after a HGY a van and two 
cars collided between junction nine for Wednesbury and 10 
at Walsall. Fire crews from West Bromwich, Handsworth, 
Walsall and the major rescue unit from West Bromwich used 
cutting equipment to free a woman passenger from a car. 

In April 2010, a car and lorry collided on the southbound 
carriageway between junction 10 for Walsall and nine for 
Wednesbury, causing delays for rush-hour drivers. 

In a report to Walsall Council, consultants said there have 
been three serious or fatal accidents which have taken place 
on the adjacent stretch of the M6 between 2008-12. 

There were a further 91 incidents classified as slight acci¬ 
dents. 

It stated: “The technical note concludes that the accident 
record does not suggest any significant safety issue, nor any 
causation by the previous advertisements, or other adver¬ 
tisements nearby.” 

The application to keep the digital adverts in Bescot Cres¬ 
cent for five years is being recommended for approval by 
members of the planning committee. 

There have been five complaints from residents in West- 
more Way, Wednesbury, claiming it is already too large, dis¬ 
tracting, excessively bright and an eyesore.

Pick of the Week 


Mapping the chances of 
finding Keith's remains

I t’s half a century since they first 
struck, but the names Ian Brady 
and Myra Hindley still send a 
shiver down the spine. 

Perhaps they always will. After all, 
their crimes shook the nation, and 
reading about them now, all these 
decades later, is still chilling. 

Brady and Hindley were lovers 
when they carried out the notorious 
Moors Murders between July 1963 
and October 1965, during which time 
they killed five children ranging in 
age from 10 to 17; at least four of 
their victims were also sexually 
assaulted. 

The murders were described to be 
a result of a “concatenation of 
circumstance” by Malcolm 
MacCulloch, professor of forensic 
psychiatry at Cardiff University, who 
described the killers as “a young 
woman with a tough personality, 
taught to hand out and receive 
violence from an early age” and a 
“sexually sadistic psychopath’.’ 

Initially Hindley and Brady were 
convicted of three murders (those 
of Edward Evans, Lesley Anne 


Downey and John Kilbride), but 
later confessed to also killing 
Pauline Reade and Keith Bennett; 
Pauline’s body was later found on 
Saddleworth Moor, close to the 
graves of their other victims - but the 
whereabouts of Keith’s remains are 
still unknown, despite several 
searches of the area. 

Hindley took the secret of his 
resting place to her own grave - 
she died in 2002 at the age of 
60. But many believe that Brady 
knows exactly where he is, but 
refuses to tell anybody; Keith’s 
mother Winnie died in 2012 without 
ever finding out. 

However, with Brady back in the 
news recently following a hearing in 
which he attempted to secure a move 
from the high-security Ashworth 
Hospital to a regular prison, the 
search for the 12-year-old is back in 
the spotlight. 

Journalist and documentary-maker 
Duncan Staff is behind this chilling 
and, at times, moving documentary 
about the Moors Murders, which 
focuses predominantly on where 
Keith’s body may be. 


Staff had access to many of 
Hindley’s papers following her death, 
and claims that photographs taken 
by the duo were often ‘grave markers; 
i.e. they took them on the spot where 
they buried their victims. He also 
believes a selection shot at a 
Staffordshire beauty spot called 
Ramshaw Rocks could reveal where 
Keith might be found. 

This is not the first time Staff has 
put forward this theory - it also 
features in his book The Lost Boy, but 
perhaps this time, greater exposure 
gained via TV will prompt the police 
to take a closer look at the area. 

Staff describes the documentary 
as: “a look at the relationship 
between Hindley and Brady during 
the murders and their manipulation 
of evidence. I think it will raise one or 
two important questions about the 
investigations which have yet to be 
solved.” 

Let’s hope for the sake of the 
remaining members of Keith’s family 
that proves to be the case, but 
whatever happens, it seems that 
Brady and Hindley - and their terrible 
crimes - will never be forgotten.

New Civic has fuel-good factor 


FUEL prices and taxes 
make economy the driving 
force for a majority of 
today’s motorists, and the 
race is on among car 
makers to win friends by 
cutting running costs. 

Now Honda has taken a lead with 
a new engine which is so thrifty it 
even puts hybrids in the shade. 

It has a healthy 118bhp of power 
yet it is capable of averaging almost 
80mpg with a C02 emissions level 
below the magic lOOg/km, which 
means zero road tax and a much- 
reduced bill for company car 
drivers. 

The new 1.6 litre turbo diesel is 
currently only available in the Civic, 
but it will be an option in the CR-V 
4x4 by the end of the year. 

It has already won the ‘green’ 
award at this year’s Tow Car of the 
Year awards and was officially rated 
as the most fuel efficient model in 
the competition. 

The British-built Civic, with 
prices from £19,400, is also giving 
Honda a welcome boost in the highly 
competitive fleet car market. 

The Civic will be familiar to most 
with its angular (and still futuristic) 


shape as a five-seater family hatch¬ 
back. The existing diesel in the 
range is a 2.2 turbo, much acclaimed 
for its performance - it was origi¬ 
nally designed by the same man 
responsible for Honda’s FI engines. 

The new 1.6 i-DTEC can’t quite 
achieve its bigger brother’s sheer 
grunt, but with 118bhp on tap it still 
does the 0 to 62mph dash in just over 
ten seconds. 

An d it does win hands down in 
economy terms - 78.5mpg average 
and over 85mpg on a longer run - 
and that tax-busting 94g/km of C02 
emissions. 

Refinement 

Like its bigger brother, the 1.6’s 
performance is marked out by its 
refinement: it is vibration-free even 
from cold and is barely audible even 
at higher cruising speeds. 

This is partly due to the impres¬ 
sive build quality but also because 
the engine just never seems to work 
very hard. Like most diesels it runs 
out of steam at around 4,000rpm but 
all of its impressive 300Nm of torque 
is available from just 2,000rpm. 

In other words, you get all that 
pulling power and performance with 
very little fuss, even though six well¬ 
spaced gear ratios mean you can 
push a bit more enthusiastically if 


you want it. The Civic’s ride is 
smooth, adding to the feeling of 
refinement, with a suspension 
system which soaks up B-road 
bumps while preventing roll or 
wallow through quicker corners. 
Aerodynamic tweaks to the latest 
Civic range, principally designed to 
aid fuel economy, and new door seals 
have also reduced wind noise. 

There are four different trim 
levels all coming with LED daytime 
running lights, alloy wheels, stop- 
start, air-conditioning and an MP3 
compatible stereo fitted as standard. 

The latest Civic retains the hi- 
tech, futuristic interior but with 
some improvements, with tradi¬ 
tional ‘clocks’ for rev counter, fuel 
and temperature below the LED 
display with digital speed and driver 
information positioned higher up in 
the driver’s eyeline. 

The centre console houses audio 
and air conditining controls. 

Alloy wheels, electric mirrors and 
windows are all included in the basic 
package as are split/fold rear seats 
essential for hatchback flexibility. 
Load space is generous, from 477 to 
1210 litres. 

The Civic comes with a maximum 
five star EuroNCAP safety rating.

Citroen's 
concept 
coupe is 
a winner 

OF THE Citroen DS-line model trio, the DS3 
has been the runaway success, but recent 
updates to both the DS5 executive saloon and 
this, the DS4 coupe-crossover, have meant 
that sales for those have picked up too. 

Maybe the DS4 concept 
was a little too ‘out there’ for 
some people. Neither a 
proper crossover like the 
class-leading Nissan 

Qashqai nor a proper coupe 
like the old three-door 
sporty C4 could claim to be, 
the DS4 has been left some¬ 
what out on a limb. 

But what a difference a 
little time spent with it 
makes, because under the 
DS4’s skin there’s a brilliant 
car. 

In fairness there’s a bril¬ 
liant-looking car on the 
outside, too. 

It’s striking; sitting 
noticeably higher than a 
typical hatchback but with 
arguably Citroen’s finest 
styling smothered all over it. 

When you look at it there 
isn’t a bad angle on the 
thing. 

As well as five doors you 
get a good size and evenly- 
shaped boot, albeit with no 
spare wheel underneath. 

Visibility backwards over it 
from the driver’s seat is 
hardly perfect thanks to the 
sleek coupe-like lines 
cutting down on the quan¬ 
tity of glass, but you can’t 
have everything. 

Pressure 

The updates on this model 
are pretty significant. It has 
a new six-speed automatic 
gearbox connected to the 
more familiar HDi 160 2.0- 
litre diesel engine, making 
it, on paper at least, the most 
relaxed DS4 you can buy. 

The gearbox has two 
modes: Drive and Sport. The 
difference is simply that 
Sport holds onto gears for 
longer than Drive - shifts 
aren’t noticeably any faster 
and it’s only marginally 
keener to kick down. The 
secret is that whatever your 
aim, Drive is the best mode 
to be in. 

It changes up nice and 
early under light throttle 
pressure, displaying the sort 
of seamless, genteel preci¬ 
sion you expect only in much 
more expensive cars. 

But push the pedal harder 
and the gearbox tends to 
stay in the perfect gear to 
ride the wave of torque from 
the creamy-smooth engine, 
making surprisingly rapid 
progress possible at the drop 
of a hat. 

It’s clever, too, holding the 
gear you’re in if you head 
downhill and lift off the 
throttle, even if the revs rise 
as gravity pulls the car ever 
faster. 

This keeps engine braking 
higher and increases safety. 

The one imperfection is 
the sixth ratio’s gearing. 

While the lower gears are

quite tall to keep revs low 
and fuel consumption down, 
sixth sits at over 2,000rpm 
at 70mph - which is too high 
for this car. 

The drivetrain could 
easily handle a taller ratio to 
bring that down to l,700rpm 
or so. 

There are other niggles on 
this DSport range-topping 
model, like stunning but 
incredibly vulnerable 
wheels that absolutely 
shouldn’t be taken near any¬ 
thing resembling a kerb. 

The electronic hand¬ 
brake, like every other of its 
type, is slow to operate and 
when you’re doing lots of 
short trips on the same day it 
gets wearing. 

Incredible 

However, back on the rosy 
side of the fence and the 
DS4’s brakes are incredible. 
Wide tyres are partly to 
thank for offering a large 
contact patch, but the way 
the car shrugs off speed in an 
emergency stop scenario is 
staggering. 

Those tyres also create 
lots of lateral grip and, com¬ 
bined with a surprisingly 
flat cornering attitude, the 
DS4 can tackle bends as 
quickly and safely as most 
other things on the road. 

The ride is firm but well 
controlled for the most part. 
It’s only when hitting 
sharper bumps that the 
excess of compression 
damping shows up and 
sends a bigger bump 
through the cabin. 

But for the most part it’s a 
lovely cabin to sit in. Stylish 
seats unlike any others out 
there are more comfortable 
than they look. 

The interior styling is also 
especially fresh and differ¬ 
ent without being impracti¬ 
cal, although the digital rev 
counter, which works in 
blocks of 250rpm, isn’t 
precise enough for my 
tastes. The materials are 
solid, though, and a big step 
up from Citroen’s non-DS 
cars. The whole package 
feels substantial and well 
made. 

I came away from my time 
with this new DS4 variant 
massively impressed and 
particularly with the 
gearbox. It’s one of the best 
automatic diesel cars I’ve 
driven in years.

And the 30-year-old, who has suf¬ 
fered mixed form so far in 2013, beat 
most of his main rivals for world 
championship gold in Moscow next 
month. He held off the fastest two

Ethiopia’s Hagos Gebrhiwet and 
Yenew Alamirew - with a trademark 
sprint finish. 

But Farah, who clocked 13min 
14.24sec, expects his rivals from 
Ethiopia and Kenya to draw up a dif¬ 
ferent gameplan to beat him in 
Russia in August. 

He said: “These guys will go away 
and know they tried to race me on 
the last lap. They now know they 


don’t want to leave it to the last lap, 
so they will probably sacrifice 
someone to go hard somewhere else. 

“That race was tough. Everybody 
was there, all the Ethiopians, all the 
Kenyans and the guy with the world 
lead so for me it was important to 
race against these guys. 

“I could have had an easy race - 
but I didn’t want to have an easy 
race, I wanted to test myself. 

“I am really happy that I won 
because it came down to the last 
150m. It gives you confidence.” 

Farah’s fellow London 2012 


champion Greg Rutherford could 
manage only second in the long 
jump with 8.11m - 16cm short of in¬ 
form Russian Aleksandr Menkov 
but 14cm ahead of fellow Brit Chris 
Tomlinson in third. 

Birmingham-based Olympic 
bronze-medallist Robbie Grabarz 
cleared a season’s best 2.31m in the 
high jump but had to settle for third 
place. There were impressive home 
wins, however, for Britons Perri 
Shakes-Drayton in the 400m 
hurdles and Christine Ohuruogu in 
the 400m.
